plate. I'.nt  considcrinj;  tint  the  Intercolonial  is  to  be  narallelcd  and 
paraly?eil  by  this  pro]  o-ed  Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  and  left  in  the  cold, 
and  N'"va  Scoiia  as  well,  witi  out  fnic  s.uitary  beiietit,  I  feel  con- 
straincil  to  use  words  strongly  enij  hasized  to  express  my  feeling  of 
indignation.  l?nt  kinil  words,  we  are  tanght,  arc  more  effective  and 
prodnctivc  of  better  and  more  satisf.-'ctory  '•esiilts,  they  being  the 
music  ..f  th.e  wor'd.  d'nsecine ntly  I  will  use  them  instead.  It  is  said 
that  kind  words  have  a  power  which  seems  to  he  beyond  natural  causes, 
as  if  they  were  onie  ai's-'l's  song,  which  had  lost  its  way  and  come 
to  earth.  I  feel  'hat  words  like  these  nay  touch  a  tender  chord — a 
key-note — n  the  heart  of  my  right  hon.  friend  the  leader  of  tht  gov- 
erniren,  .ird  his  suj  porters  op|  ..site  as  respects  the  effect  of  their 
conduct,  and  if  such  words  will  strike  htm  bke  an  angel's  voice  bring- 
ing good  tidings,  it  is  to  be  ho|  cd  he  may  still  change  his  mind,  and 
so  modify  th.e  character  r.f  the  agreement  with  such  safeguards  as  to 
make  it  accei  table  to  all.  or,  better  still,  accent  the  alternative  pro- 
position of  extending  tlie  Intercolonial  from  Montreal  to  the  grain 
fields  of  the  we't.  which  would  cans,-  the  Intercolonial  to  bo  at  once  a 
good  paying  property,  and  prevent  tiie  exports  of  our  Canadian  North- 
west being  diverted  "ver  .American  railways  to  .American  seaports. 

I  feel  that  this  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  road,  if  built,  will  be  a  mill- 
stone about  our  necks,  dei  riving  us  of  other  public  works  of  a  more 
important  nature,  as  the  immense  interest  on  the  cajiital  we  will  have  to 
borrow  will  exh,aiist  our  revenue  and  dej  rive  us  of  other  public  works 
more  greatly  needed.  I  ai'plied  for  a  railway  in  my  county — Lunen- 
burg— to  extend  from  the  junction  of  the  Caledonia  Railway  at  New 
Germany  stat'on.  making  it  a  proirngation  of  that  road  to  Foster  Set- 
tlement and  Xcw  Ros-:  and  from  New  Ross  (,.  extend  down  the  valley 
of  the  Gold  river  till  it  intersects  the  Halifax  and  Sonth-we'stern  at  or 
near  Chester  Basin.  I  have  also  apidied  for  another  railway  from 
Lunenburg,  the  terminus  ..f  the  Central  Railwnv.  to  Park  Creek,  on 
the  east  side  of  the  La  Have  river  and  places  .uliacent  thereto,  such  as
